1.2 The present rnvention refers to a lignocellulosic composite comprising lignocellulosic 
particles and a binder resin which comprises a polyisocyanate and at least one of a 
insecticide and/or fungicide. The present claim 7 refers only to the binder composition and 
claim 19 pertains to a method for preparing the composite material as defined in claim 1. 

1 .3 D1 ,D2 and D3 disclose lignocellulosic composite, which comprises a binder resin 
composing a polyisocyanate and at least a insecticide or a fungicide. Thus, the subject- 
matter of the present claim 1 and 1 9 are not novel in the light of the disclosures of D1 to

1 .4 The current claim 4 defines a binder resin as defined in claim 1 which additionally 
comprises a polar solvent. According to claim 9, the polar solvent may be an alcohol a 
ketone or an ester. It is, however, also well known to use an polar solvent for dissolving the 
msecbc.de, cf e.g. D4.GB-A-1 098 838, claims 1-23. Thus, a skilled person who starts out 
from D1 , would surely also try polar solvents for the binder resin composition. Hence the 
subject-matter of the present claim 7 does not involve an inventive step with regard to the 
disclosure of D1 combined with the teaching of D4 (Art.56 EPC). 

1 .5 The separate features of the dependent claims do presently not seem to add any 
inventive matter with regard to the disclosures of D1 to D4. However, a combination of 
these features may nevertheless satisfy the requirements of Articles 33.3 POT.
